

‘No simple solution’ to 
traveller encampments

COUNTY police commissioner Nick 
Alston has warned there are “no sim¬ 
ple solutions” to dealing with illegal 
traveller encampments in Harlow. 

Speaking after a fiery public meet¬ 
ing at which residents vented their 
fury at the authorities who they 
accused of not doing enough to deal 
with the situation, Mr Alston said: “I 
think the complexity of the problem 
was explored in some detail but there 
are no simple solutions. 

“It was a really good meeting. A lot of 
people’s views were clearly articulat¬ 
ed and there was real passion and 
strength. I do believe everyone is 
doing their hardest.” 

Mr Alston chaired Wednesday’s 
meeting, which was originally due to 
be held at the Latton Bush Centre but 
moved at short notice to the Park Inn 
Hotel because of the high number of 
people who were expected to attend. 

It was called to discuss crime 
trends and figures as well as 
newly introduced local policing 
plans, but the bulk of the even¬ 
ing was spent on the ongoing 
problem with unauthorised 
encampments in the town. F

to address the lack of provision. 

However, Mr Andrews said it was 
not the responsibility of the county 
council to provide the required sites. 
“There is a common misconception,” 
he explained. “We are not the housing 
authority; any transit sites or new sites 
will be down to the local authority. 

“There are no transit sites but the 
district and borough councils need to 
decide on if they should build those. 
We do not have any power in that. 

“There was something called the 
Regional Special Strategy which 
meant each district had to provide at 
least 15 places. That policy was 
quashed with the change of 
Government and now it is down to the 
individual housing authority who can 
l do that through their local plan, 
k Two members of the audience 


who identified themselves as Gypsy 
Travellers, said they had been in the 
town since last October after being 
ordered to leave their own land in 
Epping. 

“We have land in Epping brought 
with our savings and were kicked off,” 
they said. “We were put out of our own 
home which is why we are in Harlow.” 

Councillor Maggie Hulcoop said: 
“We need to have more sites across 
Essex. Officers have been working 
hard but we have to have the partner¬ 
ship working so all people, Travellers 
and residents, will have a solution. 

“We cannot keep talking, we need to 
start acting.” 

As a result of comments from resi¬

Eight years in jail 
for father-of-three 
who struck attack 
victim with a brick 

A FATHER-of-three who hit another 
man with a brick during a grudge 
attack has been jailed for eight 
years. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was told 
that Jason Kiddell, 26, of Westfield, 
Harlow, left his victim with a facial 
cut which needed 13 stitches. 

The incident happened at Spring 
Hills on July 29 during a meeting 
between the two which had been 
arranged by Kiddell. 

Kiddell, who pleaded guilty to 
causing grievous bodily harm with 
intent and having a brick as an 
offensive weapon, hit the victim 
with the brick as he stood outside 
his car and punched him twice. 

Caroline Gardiner, prosecuting, 
said the victim knew Kiddell as he 
was his ex-partner’s brother. They 
arranged to meet outside the Co-op 
at Spring Hills. 

Miss Gardiner said the victim had 
been planning to go to pub, and 
parked his car about 50 metres away 
at about 10.30pm. He got out of his 
vehicle but was then “surprised” 
when he saw Kiddell and another 
man walking towards him. 

She continued: “Kiddell said ‘come 
on then, come on then,’ indicating 
going to the pub, [the victim] went 
into his car to turn off the engine 
and the defendant pulled out a brick 
from his jacket and struck him at 
the front of his head. 

“Completely shocked, he got into 
the car to drive away but his 
window was left down and Kiddell 
punched him in the mouth area and 
then to the forehead near his eye 
which split open his head.” 

Julie Brimble, representing 
Kiddell, said in mitigation: “It’s 
obviously a serious matter and is 
accepted by the defendant. 

“He’d had something to drink and 
he’s very sorry and probably 
wouldn’t have dealt with it in the 
same way had he not been drinking. 
However, he’s now addressing his 
issues in prison and is making use 
of the help available in the prison 
system.” 

As he jailed Kiddel, recorder 
Adrian Williamson told him : “You 
set out with a brick to cause really 
serious injury and you did cause 
serious injury. It was a residential 
area at night.” 


Mother of tragic

A MOTHER has raised almost £1,300 for the 
Lymphoma Association after the death of her son 
earlier this year. 

Accountant Tracey Taylor, 42, of Tithelands, 
Harlow, hosted a charity tea break to raise funds 
and awareness of lymphoma after her 17-year-old 
son Jake died of Hodgkin Lymphoma. 

The event raised more than £1,200 for the chari¬ 
ty through family and friends’ donations and a 
raffle. 

“We did it all from home, and people were really 
grateful with their donations and raffle gifts,” 
Tracey said. 

“Daisy Chain donated flowers for the raffle and 
also did Jake’s funeral flowers and Gary Adams at 
Adams Motors offered a free MOT. 

“We raised £900 from the raffle alone. I can’t 
believe we raised almost £1,300. I am in total 
shock, it’s amazing really. 

“It was really hard for me to do it as we lost Jake 
earlier this year and he’s left a huge hole but he 
must be smiling from ear to ear. He was a big 
believer in helping others.”

Jake, a former Harlow Rugby youth player, was 
diagnosed with the disease only after becoming 
the victim of an assault. 

Hodgkin Lymphoma is a type of cancer of the 
lymphatic system - one of the body’s natural 
defences against infection and disease. The dis¬ 
ease can start in any part of the body. 

Tracey, who had never heard of lymphoma 
before Jake’s death, said: “He was in hospital after 
being beaten up and within weeks he had died. It 
was horrific. We didn’t have a clue what was going 
on with him. We later found out he had Hodgkin’s 
Lymphoma. 

“I emailed the Lymphoma Association and with¬ 
in a day they had sent me a two-page email back. I 
cannot explain what losing a child feels like but 
that meant an awful lot to me. 

“£25 enables them to help support five families 
by being on the end of the phone or by email. That 
means a lot.”

Council’s consultation fails 
to address the real issues 

SIR The letter from Cllr Tony Durcan in which 
he describes Mike Carr’s letter as “bile 
enriched” and accuses him of making cheap 
shots at staff (Star, September 11) illustrates 
once again the council’s inability to listen, let 
alone respond appropriately, to criticism. 

I have read and reread Mr Carr’s letter and 
find that in reality it did no such thing but 
rather simply challenged the management 
structures and pointed out that the recent 
consultation was “not a measure of agreement 
on the level of services and customer care that 
the council should be providing or what 
residents needs are”. 

He is quite correct; the consultation fails to 
address the real issues. It will not provide the 
right answers because it doesn’t ask the right 
questions. It simply divides residents by 
suggesting choices as to where cuts could be 
made. It makes basic assumptions which 
should themselves be challenged. 

Cllr Durcan’s letter attempts to divert 
attention from these matters and to simply 
seek acknowledgement that the council has 
done some good things. Of course they have - 
with the budget they operate it would be 
virtually impossible not to do some good. But 
that is not the issue, nor should it be used to 
misrepresent someone who for some years has 
been trying voluntarily with the council to 
improve council services. 

My own concern lies in the general 
disaffection with the council, illustrated by 
the two-thirds of the electorate who did not 
bother to vote. The new council leader 
promised involvement and transparency, but 
it appears he will have little chance of 
achieving it. 

More astonishing is the fact that the head of 
housing has written to Mr Carr following 
publication of his letter in the Star and has 
ordered it to be “investigated further and if the 
allegations made by you amount to 
defamatory actions the council will take 
further advice on whether to look into this”. 

It seems it is OK for councillors and officers 
to use their powers to defend the council but 
inappropriate for those representing tenants 
and residents to challenge it. What sort of 
consultation and public participation is this?

makers to improve the 
legislative framework 
and speak to council 
chief executives about 
the need for permanent 
and transit traveller 
sites across Essex. 

He also said he would 
look to establish if 
existing sites are fully 
utilised and, if not, 
explore how this can be 
changed as well as

Writing in his column 
in this week’s Star, Mr 
Halfon has called on 
the police and 
authorites to adopt a 
zero tolerance approach 
rather than an 
inconsistent use of the 
laws available to deal 
with this problem. 

Referring to Mr Alston, 
he said: “He recognised 
this problem was an 
important priority. 

Given that he was left in 
no doubt as to the anger 
of residents, he will be 
judged on his actions 
and not just his words.” 

Meanwhile, an online 
petion started by Mr 
Halfon calling for action 
to tackle illegal 
encampments has been 
signed by more than 
900 people. 


Paramedic took 
suit of armour 
from museum 


A DEPRESSED paramedic stole a replica 
suit of armour from the Museum of Harlow 
as part of a £9,000 crime spree at four muse¬ 
ums. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was told Daniel 
Johnson, 33, carried out the raids to make 
himself feel “important”. 

His haul also included a Napoleonic 
handaxe and replica arms. All the items have 
since been recovered. 

Johnson, from Takely, was charged after 
walking into a police station to confess what 
he had done. He pleaded guilty to three 
thefts and one burglary, all of which took 
place in March this year. 

He was made the subject of a six-month 
community order with a condition that he is 
supervised for six months and spends 15 
days on an intensive monitoring programme. 
He was also ordered to pay £615 costs. 

Marc Brown, prosecuting, told the court 
that Johnson visited Maldon Combined 
Services Museum on March 13, arriving 30 
minutes before it closed. Next morning staff 
discovered an original Napoleonic handaxe 
worth £400 was missing, along with a replica 
chainmail hood valued at £150, a replica pig- 
face helmet worth £200 and another replica 
open-face helmet worth £150. 

CCTV showed Johnson arriving with an 
empty bag and leaving with a full holdall. 

Three days later there was a burglary at 
Stansted Mountfitchet Castle. A fence 
designed to keep deer in the grounds had

been cut and part of a wall was damaged. 

Replica armour and arms valued at £6,900 
were removed from the grand hall and 
armoury. Some of the haul was found stacked 
on the ground near the replica blacksmith’s 
area, the court heard. 

On March 18 Johnson, wearing his para¬ 
medic uniform, walked into a police station 
and admitted the Maldon and Stansted raids. 
He also confessed to stealing a replica Roman 
suit of armour worth £1,000 from the 
Museum of Harlow on March 14 and a replica 
chastity belt, scold’s bridle and thumbscrews 
from The Clink Prison Museum in Southwark, 
on the same date. 

Stephen Levy, representing Johnson, said in 
mitigation his client found it difficult to 
understand how he had got himself into the 
position. 

“There seems to have been some serious 
mental health issues with regard to depres¬ 
sion and how he was reflecting on his life 
around that time which made him feel 
important, strengthened or otherwise,” he 
said. 

Passing sentence, recorder Adrian William¬ 
son told Johnson: “These are serious matters, 
not only of dishonesty but because these 
museums are providing a service to the pub¬ 
lic and you made it much more difficult for 
them.”

Commissioner rules out a return of police authorities 


ESSEX crime tsar Nick Alston has 
defended the role of the country’s 
Police and Crime Commissioners fol¬ 
lowing the recent scandal involving 
his counterpart in Rotherham. 

In a statement issued on Monday, Mr 
Alston said PCCs are delivering better 
scrutiny of police forces. 

“Police and Crime Commissioners 
are elected by local people and are 
closely in touch with them,” he said. 
“They will be directly answerable to 
local electors at the ballot box in exact¬ 
ly the same fashion as MPs. 


“It would be a backward step to 
return to the era of invisible, unelected 
police authorities during which so 
many failures of police leadership 
occurred without any meaningful 
oversight.” 

His comments follow the resignation 
of Shaun Wright, who had been elected 
as the PCC in South Yorkshire but who 
had come under increasing pressure to 
step down after it emerged he had 
been the councillor responsible for 
children’s services in the area from 
2005 to 2010, during the period of 


widespread child sexual exploitation 
in the area. 

Mr Alston, who is chairman of the 
Association of Police and Crime 
Commissioners, said: “All PCCs are 
committed to working with this 
Government and with the government 
following the General Election to 
ensure that victims are supported, 
communities are kept safe, and most 
importantly that police forces are 
challenged and supported to trans¬ 
form into the modern efficient organi¬ 
sations they need to be.”

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Employees left 
homeless after 
closure of hotel

STAFF at the Swallow Churchgate Hotel in Old 
Harlow were told to vacate the premises with 
less than a week's notice. 

A meeting was called by administrators 
Deloitte to tell employees that the hotel, which 
has been put into administration, had been sold 
and that all staff had been made redundant. 

A further meeting was held on Wednesday, 
September 17 during which staff who live at the 
hotel, in Churchgate Street, were told they must 
leave their rooms and the premises by 3pm the 
next day. 

Staff were required to work their full shifts up 
until the hotel’s closure on September 18. 

One employee, who was working until 11pm 
the night before and lived in staff accommo¬ 
dation, said: “We haven’t had a chance to look 
for new places to live. 

“We have been working right up until our last 
shift. Some people had to work that morning 
and late the night before. Then, when we are not 
needed, we are left out.” 

Ian Ward, 44, who has worked at the hotel for 
five years and lived on the premises for four, 
said some members of staff had nowhere to go. 

“We had a meeting on August 26 with Deloitte 
saying they had to inform us of possible redun¬ 
dancy but it would not be before September 18, 
if it did happen. It was the first we had heard of 
it and that was it. It was only a possibility then so 
nobody thought to look for new work or homes. 

“It was on Monday (September 15) that we 
were told the hotel has been sold and we have 
been made redundant. 

“We were told we would be expected to leave 
by Thursday, so that’s four days’ notice. 

“Everybody has had to work full shifts of 
course and live-in staff have only been able to 
start looking for somewhere to live since 
Monday when we were told.” 

Staff said they were told that security would be

present at 3pm when everything would be 
locked up and gas, water and electricity turned 
off.” 

Mr Ward added: “Some employees have 
worked here 20 years. A lot of us now have no 
work and nowhere to live right now.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who has been in 
touch with staff since hearing of the hotel’s clo¬ 
sure, was refused entry to a meeting which was 
held on Thursday at the hotel. 

The meeting was organised by Deloitte for 
staff. When Mr Halfon tried to join he was told 
he was not allowed to enter. 

Mr Halfon said: “I am really unhappy with the 
treatment of staff and I have complained to 
Deloitte about the consultation process though 
they say they have done everything by the book. 

“Staff who worked there for years were treated 
like meat. I think it is disgusting how staff have 
been treated. 

“I think the Government need to do a serious 
review about how long-term workers are treat¬ 
ed.”

Planning and talking about death 
doesn’t come easy for most of us but 
realistically, death is a part of life. It’s 
something that we all experience—the 
loss of those we know and love, and 
ultimately, our own death. 

Ignoring death or denying its existence 
doesn’t make it go away and if we avoid 
planning for it, it doesn’t really help 
anybody. 

When death does come, being 
unprepared can make the experience a 
lot more challenging, both for ourselves 
and for those we leave behind. In fact, 
once you’ve prepared for death,you may 
even feel a new sense of freedom and a 
resolve to live every day of your life to the 
fullest. 

One thing is certain - as painful as it is, 
you are not alone and it can help to know 
that others feel the same way in similar 
circumstances. 

At first some people may find it very 
hard to accept or understand the death of 
a loved one. Some feel so shocked that 
they cannot accept that the person has 
died at all and even deny it is true. 

Anger is another common emotion. One 
question many people ask is “why me”? 
You may think it unfair that someone 
close to you has died. This can make you 
feel very angry with everything and 
everyone - maybe even the person who 
has died and left you. 

Perhaps you feel guilty for not doing

certain things with your relative or friend 
before they died or remember all the 
times you felt you did or said the wrong 
thing to them.

A MAN given a suspended pri¬ 
son sentence last year for a 
knife crime has been jailed for 
16 months after pleading 
guilty to further offences. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was 
told Daniel Hampton, 25, of 
Milwards, Harlow, brandished 
a bread knife at a man and 
then chased and assaulted his 
own partner after she tried to 
defuse the situation. 

Hampton admitted having a 
bladed article, assault by beat¬ 
ing and breaching the sus¬ 
pended sentence imposed in 
September last year. 

Peter Gair, prosecuting, told 
the court said: “There was an 
incident in the area of Potters 
Field on August 27. A resident 
was returning to the parking 
area and saw Hampton carry¬ 
ing a red handled bread knife. 

“She saw him waving the 
knife at a man who was mind¬ 
ing his own business. Hamp¬ 
ton’s partner approached him 
and defused the situation.” 

However, the court was told 
that Hampton then chased her 
and punched her in the face 
before threatening her with 
the knife. 

Kevin Walsh, representing 
Hampton, said the offences 
occurred after he had been

beaten up and was in a “drunk¬ 
en stupor”. 

“It was a nasty and unpleas¬ 
ant offence but the real cause 
of his offending is drink,” said 
Mr Walsh. “He has been receiv¬ 
ing treatment in prison for 
alcohol and is going to 
Alcoholics Anonymous when 
he is released.” 

Judge David Turner sen¬ 
tenced Hampton to 12 months 
for the assault, one month con¬ 
current for brandishing the 
knife and four months consec¬ 
utive for breaching the previ¬ 
ous suspended sentence. 

He told the defendant: “You 
were seen to be brandishing a 
knife aggressively in the street 
and then towards your own 
partner. Carrying knives in 
that sort of context is a disaster 
waiting to happen. 

“Your partner suffered a 
frightening experience. You 
held the knife to her throat and 
punched her; it was shameful 
and bullying. 

“The carrying of knives is a 
matter of enormous public 
concern. People who carry 
knives are treated severely by 
the courts.”

Man set fire to a 
newspaper after 
row with partner 

A MAN deliberately set fire 
to a newspaper at his 
mother’s flat after his 
girlfriend called him a 
“psycho”, a court heard. 

Kyle Bauma, 20, of 
Spinning Wheel Mead, 
Harlow, was given a three- 
year community order after 
he pleaded guilty to a 
charge of arson. 

Peter Gair, prosecuting at 
Chelmsford Crown Court, 
said a police officer 
answering a 999 call 
attended the flat and saw a 
burned newspaper and 
smoke in the room. 

When Bauma was arrested 
a few days later he said he 
had lost his temper after his 
girlfriend had called him a 
psycho when they were 
talking about breaking up. 

“That was when he 
committed the offence,” 
said Mr Gair. “It only lasted 
about 30 seconds before he 
put out the flames.” 

Peter Walsh, representing 
Bauma, said in mitigation: 
“He tried to set fire to a rug 
using an accelarant but 
only the newspaper caught 
light, He realised what he’d 
done and stamped it out.” 

Bauma was ordered to 
remain under supervision 
for three years, attend a 
Thinking Skills programme 
and co-operate and attend 
appointments with the 
Harlow Community Mental 
Health team.

MEDICAL staff working in the 
new children’s emergency depa¬ 
rtment at Harlow’s Princess 
Alexandra Hospital have urged 
parents to think twice before 
taking their youngsters there as 
demand for the service rockets. 

The department, which opened 
last Monday, has reported a steep 
rise in attendances during the 
past week. 

However, many of the cases 
were not classed as emergencies 
and were instead for common 
illnesses and complaints such as 
coughs, colds, high tempera¬ 
tures, croup, diarrhoea, vomit¬ 
ing and abdominal pain. 

Professor Nancy Fontaine, 
chief nurse at The Princess 
Alexandra Hospital NHS Trust, 
said: “The emergency depart¬ 
ment remains the place for seri¬ 
ously injured and seriously ill 
people. 

“Our children’s facilities are for 
those who need them urgently 
and we are asking parents and 
carers to consider if it is the right 
place to bring their child or 
whether they can get the help 
they need from alternative ser¬ 
vices first.” 

She added: “The pharmacist is 
a good place to go for early advice 
on a range of childhood illness¬ 
es, including management and

medicines. If your child needs 
more support your GP will be 
able to make a referral to the 
community nursing team and 
NHS 111 is there to provide 
24-hour advice and informa¬ 
tion.” 

The children’s unit has been set 
up in a separate building next to 
the hospital’s main A&E depart¬ 
ment and treats youngsters up to 
the age of 16. 

It has twice the number of 
assessment and treatment bays 
and a designated high-depend¬ 
ency bay as well as space to 
house new state-of-the-art 
equipment including a resuscita¬ 
tion trolley and a defibrillator. 
Each cubicle has piped air and 
oxygen. 

It is open seven days a week 
from from 8am-midnight. 

Dr Sue Humphrey, GP and clin¬ 
ical lead for the NHS West Essex 
Clinical Commissioning Group, 
added: “Parents and carers natu¬ 
rally worry when their child 
becomes unwell. Many children 
experience common illnesses at 
this time of year such as coughs, 
colds and fever. 

“The emergency department is 
for urgent cases only.”

The charity offering a counselling lifeline

ONE in five people suffering from depression 
or anxiety are waiting more than a year to 
access psychological therapies such as 
counselling. 

These are the findings of a new report by 
mental health charity Mind for the We Need to 
Talk coalition, which calls on the Government 
to fulfil its promise to make psychological 
therapies available across the country to 
people who need them. 

The report found that the Improving Access 
to Psychological Therapies (IAPT) scheme has 
had a dramatic impact on waiting times for 
people with depression and anxiety with one 
in five people in England waiting more than a 
year. For one in 10 people the wait was more 
than two years. 

This is despite respondents to Mind’s survey 
reporting that access to the right therapy at 
the right time had a significant impact on their 
ability to return to work. 

But one charity is trying to make a difference 
in Harlow by offering residents access to a 
counsellor within one to two weeks of an 
initial counselling assessment. 

The CALM Centre, based at the Latton Bush 
Centre, is along-established charity which 
provides a professional counselling service to 
people within the town. 

A spokeswoman for the charity said: “People 
who come to us sometimes have a jigsaw of 
problems that may be deep-rooted and 
extremely traumatic making it difficult, if not 
impossible, to tackle alone. 

“Other problems may be more 
straightforward to work through - all are 
welcome at the CALM Centre. 

“Our inclusive counselling service works 


with clients towards resolving their issues with 
the assistance of a trained professional 
without fear of being judged.” 

Jenny has bipolar disorder and also 
developed post-traumatic stress disorder after 
the birth of her son. 

Whilst waiting for therapy she tried to take 
her own life and ended up on a psychiatric 
mother and baby unit where she received the 
help she needed, but this stopped when she 
left hospital. 

Jenny did eventually receive cognitive 


behavioural theray but did not feel this dealt 
with her PTSD. She has recently been told she 
will have to wait another twelve months before 
she receives the psychotherapy she needs. 

“Having to wait for therapy and not getting 
the help I needed nearly caused me to lose my 
life,” she said. 

“It exacerbated the despair and it 
exacerbated the hopelessness I was feeling. I 
didn’t bond with my son for 10 months and I 
feel so sad that I’ve lost that early part of his 
life. 


“I’ve lost a year and a half of my own life, I’ve 
had to give up a job and a career that I loved 
and I’ve had to give up my financial stability 
now that I’m on benefits. 

“I just don’t feel like myself anymore - to be 
honest I wouldn’t know how to introduce 
myself to new people. If I lived just one county 
next door I’d have all the support I need. It’s 
just not on offer where I live.” 

The Calm Centre says it will never turn a 
client away irrespective of where they live. 

Mental distress costs the economy in 
England more than £105bn each year and 
talking treatments have been shown to be a 
successful and cost effective way to treat a 
wide range of mental and physical health 
problems. 

Last year, researchers from the World Health 
Organisation said depression was the biggest 
cause of disability worldwide after back pain, 
but was often overlooked by doctors, with only 
a fraction of patients being offered treatment. 

And only last week, the chief medical officer 
Professor Dame Sally Davies called for workers 
with depression to be fast tracked for 
treatment ahead of the old and unemployed. 
She said the working days lost when men and 
women are off sick with mental health issues 
cost the economy £100bn a year. 

Mind chief executive Paul Farmer said: “The 
Government has made a commitment to 
choice in its health White Paper and a promise 
to improve access to talking therapies. The 
upcoming Comprehensive Spending Review is 
their opportunity to demonstrate that they are 
serious about both.”

Right to Buy is the scheme that helps eligible council and housing association tenants buy 
their home by offering a discount on the purchase price. 

Since 2012 the discounts available have increased and the rates have recently risen again. 
The new top cash discounts are £77,000 in England, and £102,700 if you live in London. 

Each year the discount will increase at the rate of inflation. 

In addition, eligible tenants can now get up to 70% off the cost of their house - the same 
maximum percentage discount as for flats. 

Since the scheme was refreshed in April 2012 more than 22,500 people in England have 
become homeowners through the Right to Buy scheme. Could this be the right time for you - 
or somebody you know - to join them? 

Home ownership is not the right choice for everyone and potential owners need to be sure 
they can afford it. However home ownership brings many benefits - a sense of pride, freedom 
to make changes and an investment for the future. 

All additional purchases through the Right to Buy scheme go straight into building new 
affordable housing for hardworking people locally. 

Who qualifies for the Right to Buy? 

Tenants are likely to be eligible to buy their current home if they can answer ‘yes’ to the 
following questions: 

• Are you currently a council tenant, or were you living in your home when the council 
transferred it to another landlord (housing association)? 

• Have you been a council or housing association tenant for 5 years or more? 

• Can you confirm that you do not live in sheltered housing or other housing designed 
for elderly or disabled people?

If you are midway through buying and have a problem, get in touch with the Agent service 
and they can advise you.

The affordable 
alternative to 
lure of pay day 
money lenders 



HARLOW has the second highest rate of pay 
day loan stores to residents in the UK accord¬ 
ing to shocking statistics from the Bureau of 
Investigative Journalism. 

Now, Labour’s parliamentary hopeful, Suzy 
Stride is calling on residents to support the 
credit union HarlowSave in a bid to tackle the 
problem. 

The survey conducted earlier this summer 
found that the town has the second highest 
density of pay day lenders given its popula¬ 
tion. There are six pay day loan stores in a 
town of 82,000 people. 

Ms Stride said: “The proliferation of pay day 
lenders locally is a shocking example of how 
people on low incomes can be forced into 
credit traps.” 

Data collected by the Bureau of Investigative 
Journalism revealed that there is now one 
short-term loans store for every seven banks 
or building societies on the high street. 

Campaigners have previously expressed

concerns about the spread of short-term 
credit in deprived areas, likening the situa¬ 
tion to the clustering of gambling shops. 

HarlowSave was formed after four local 
credit unions merged in Harlow. It makes 
small loans to members using deposits, and is 
a safe alternative to pay day lenders such as 
Wonga, which charges a staggering 4,214 per 
cent APR on its loans. 

Savers at HarlowSave must put away a 
minimum of £5 a week if waged or £2 a week 
if unwaged. It also operates a junior savers 
club to encourage under 18s to build a nest 

egg- 

Ms Stride said: “Credit unions are the line of 
defence against pay day lenders who are prey¬ 
ing on people in Harlow. 

“Part of having a healthy thriving commu¬ 
nity is ensuring that people have healthy 


finances. Credit unions support people in 
making the right choices about their finances 
- as a community we need to get behind them. 

“HarlowSave is a great example of local peo¬ 
ple coming together to combat pay day loan 
companies.” 

Ms Stride is encouraging people to support 
the co-operative as it “needs good savers and 
borrowers”. 

“A local cost of living crisis means that many 
people have turned to short-term lenders and 
high cost credit to make ends meet,” she said. 

“The financial burden in repaying inflated 
interest rates push some borrowers into 
extreme stress and depression as well as fur¬ 
ther financial hardship. HarlowSave is a fan¬ 
tastic way of stopping legal loan sharking.” 

Many councils across the country have 
grown increasingly concerned about the 
rapid spread of stores offering pay day loans 
and short-term lending. 

As these shops do not have a distinct plan¬ 


ning class of their own it has previously 
proved difficult for councils to control the 
spread of high-cost lending stores. 

These authorities, including Harlow 
Council, are turning to powers known as an 
Article 4 Direction - normally used for herit¬ 
age conservation - when they believe a devel¬ 
opment will have a negative effect on an area. 

Normally, no planning permission is need¬ 
ed when a property is used for the same busi¬ 
ness, so banks can become loan shops 
because they are both in the same planning 
class - in this case, financial services. 

But councils can challenge a change of use 
when it is between planning classes by using 
an Article 4 Direction. As such councils hope 
to prevent retail shops, pubs and restaurants 
from being converted to high-cost credit 
stores.

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NEW research has suggested that one of the most 
popular visitors to our gardens could be on the 
decline. 

Hedgehogs were once a common sight but is is 
feared that over the past few years their numbers 
could be dropping, as are other examples of British 
wildlife such as starlings and red 
squirrels. 

Wildlife experts and 
volunteers set up 
hedgehog tunnels 
which they lined with 
sausages to attract the 
spiny creatures. In order 
to reach the food the 
hedgehogs had to walk 
over paper covered in ink, 
leaving behind their paw 
prints. 

The results show evidence 
of hedgehog activity was found at 
just over a third of the sites studied. 



It’s the first time that researchers have been able to 
see where hedgehogs live with almost complete 
accuracy. 

“Historically we thought that hedgehogs were 
pretty well distributed across the country,” said Dr 
Richard Yarnell, a member of the team that carried 
out the research. “What’s certainly clear now is 
that hedgehog populations seem to be 
quite local but not widely distributed 
across the countryside as we once 
suspected.” 

In the past, monitoring the little 
creatures precisely has proved 
difficult but the team think 
using ink to trace them is 
extremely accurate. 

They hope studying 
hedgehogs in this way could 
reveal more about their decline 
and lead to more effective 
conservation to protect the 
population.

‘Siege’ of Harlow has cost taxpayers £40,000 



M any of you will now have 
seen or been affected by 
the illegal encampments that 
have been set up around Harlow. 
The upset caused to local 
residents is simply unforgivable. 

Although I have no direct 
power I am doing everything I 
can to push the relevant 
authorities into action. What we 
need from the police, and others, 
is a zero tolerance approach 
rather than an inconsistent use 
of the laws available to deal with 
this problem. 

At a public meeting last week 
attended by many local 
residents, the county’s police 
commissioner Nick Alston said 
he would put the law and their 
strategy on his website. He 
recognised this problem was an 
important priority. Given that he 
was left in no doubt as to the 
anger of residents, he will be 
judged on his actions and not 
just his words. 

I am hugely grateful to the 
nearly 1,000 Harlow residents 
who have signed my petition to 
deal with this problem. When we 
reach an even more sizeable 
number of signatories I plan to 
present it to Parliament, the 
police and Harlow Council. 

Finally, I would urge the council 
to apply for every grant available 
to deal with this problem. 
According to a letter I received 
from the Government minister 
who came to Harlow to see the 


encampments, it did not apply in 
time to receive a significant 
grant that would have helped. 

We shouldn’t forget that the 
siege that we are under has cost 
Harlow taxpayers over £40,000. 

I would like to thank the 
hundreds of Harlow residents 
who joined with me in my 
campaign to stop excessive 
hospital car parking charges. 

Some hospitals were charging 
patients over £500 per week to 
park on site. Patients with 
cancer and chronic diseases 
were often not getting any 
concessions and nurses were 
paying an average of £200 per 
month to park at work. 

There has been some 
movement from the Government 
on this and the Department of 
Health recently released new 
guidelines that will cut costs for 


patients. NHS staff who have to 
use their cars to get to work will 
also benefit. 

I welcome the Government’s 
commitment to investment in the 
NHS. It has increased funding by 
£12.7bn and cut 19,000 
managerial posts. This has 
allowed for over 3,300 new 
nurses and 7,000 new doctors to 
be employed since 2010. 

Luckily, we have seen some of 
this good news in Harlow with 
investment in our A&E services, 
£427,000 for St Clare Hospice, 
and a brand new kidney dialysis 
unit at the PAH. 

I was deeply saddened at the 
closure of the Swallow 
Churchgate Hotel in Old Harlow, 
and particularly unhappy at the 
treatment of the hardworking 
employees, some of whom had 
been there for over 25 years. 


To me it is unacceptable that 
employees can be treated so 
callously by corporate vultures 
who may be going by the letter 
of the law but are not acting in 
the spirit of the law. 

I have raised this issue with 
the Government and I believe 
that the business minister needs 
to look carefully at how workers 
are treated in these 
circumstances. 

Workers who have given 
everything to their job, should 
receive proper notice and 
financial compensation for their 
service. 

A lthough we have had some 
good news about jobs 
recently, (unemployment is down 
by 43 per cent since 2010 and 
youth unemployment is down by 
an incredible 56 per cent since 
its peak), I know it can be tough 
for local residents to find 
employment. That is why I 
recently hosted the third Harlow 
Jobs Fair. 

It was a huge success, with 
more than 2,000 people 
attending and over 80 
companies offering job 
vacancies. 

I was very pleased to hear that 
many of these exhibitors had 
managed to find suitable 
candidates for their job openings. 
This is great news for Harlow 
and I am already looking forward 
to organising next year’s event. 


Report warns of 
looming crisis in 
social care and 
health systems 


THE establishment of local health 
and care commissioners and more 
powers for health and wellbeing 
boards are among the proposals con¬ 
tained in a report published this 
week by Essex County Council. 

The report, entitled A Shock To The 
System, contains a number of sugges¬ 
tions the council believes are neces¬ 
sary to ensure the survival of the 
health and social care system. 

It argues that without “significant” 
action there will be a considerable 
funding gap and crisis in the system 
as it comes under increasing pressure 
caused largely by demographic 
changes. 

ECC leader David Finch said: “Our 
health is the most valuable asset we 
have but the system that underpins 
our care is on the brink of crisis. 

“Demand for care and support is 
going up but there is less money to pay 
for it and Essex, as an ageing county, 
will feel those pressures first. 

“We are doing all we can to address 
issues locally but some of these prob¬ 
lems need national solutions. The 
next Government must act immedi¬ 
ately and decisively to take decisions 
that ensure the long-term survival of 
the health and social care systems.” 

In the report the council sets out five

recommendations it says future gov¬ 
ernments will need to implement in 
order to improve the current system: 
They are: 

• A 10-year funding settlement for 
health and care that would allow the 
NHS and local government to plan for 
the long-term and shift spending to 
prevention rather than cure. 

• Local health and wellbeing boards 
should hold budgets for health and 
social care and direct the commis¬ 
sioning of health and social care ser¬ 
vices. A health and wellbeing board 
should be chaired by a local health 
and care commissioner. 

• The establishment of an inde¬ 
pendent commission to hold a nation¬ 
al conversation about the future of 
health and social care and how it 
should be accessed and funded. 

• Reform of the NHS tariff system to 
incentivise prevention and align 
financial incentives for providers with 
health and social care outcomes for 
individuals. 

• The legal presumption to share 
data in order to provide integrated 
health and social services, with an 
individual right to opt out.

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Advice for the autumn 


What to do in the 
garden this week 


AFTER a glorious summer at home pottering 
around his garden in Ireland, green-fingered TV 
presenter Diarmuid Gavin is now preparing his 
beds for the cooler months. 

"Things in my own garden are beginning to die 
back," he said. "I have some wisterias I've been 
training up a cast iron verandah and underneath 
that I will be ripping out some perennials that 
haven't been happy in my garden." 

He swears by the following tips for renewal and 
regeneration which will help your garden with¬ 
stand the cooler months and ensure it is in good 
condition for the year ahead. 

THE LAWN 

It's time to get ready for renewal and the first thing 
to look at is the lawn, which has probably been 
battered by kids running all over it in the summer 
holidays. 

A really good maintenance session, scarifying, 
aerating and topping up the roots of the grass 
plants with some autumn fertiliser will make a 
massive difference. Really getting stuck in with 
a spring tine rake to remove all the thatch is an 
incredibly satisfying job. 

For a couple of weeks the lawn will look like 
you've demolished it but later on it will improve 
its condition. It's all about toughening it up to get 
it ready for winter. Spiking it and aerating it really 
allows the oxygen to get right down to the roots, 
but also releases some of the other bad gases that 
may have built up. Be cruel to be kind. 

PROLONG THE SEASON 
Continue to deadhead anything that's still in flower 
but also visit your local garden centre to see what's 
coming into flower. 

Some of the autumn sedums are fantastic and 
encourage butterflies, so you could drop in some 
spot colour before the frost comes. Dahlias such 
as Bishop of Llandaff with bright flowers and deep 
purple foliage look fantastic now so put them in 


pots in the border. 

Some of the Japanese anemones also look 
fantastic and there's plenty of scope for using spot 
colour in the garden. You don't have to give up 
just yet. Even some of the exotic-looking cannas 
such as Canna Tropicanna are looking good now. 
CLEAR UP LEAVES 

You'll have to rake up fallen leaves or they will suf¬ 
focate any plant life underneath them and provide 
shelter for pests. 

If you have lots of leaves and enough space and 
time, make leaf mould by putting your leaves into 
dustbin liners with air holes in them and leave 
them to rot down to make a great mulch. It does, 
however, take a year or so for the leaves to break 
down sufficiently to use. 

HERBACEOUS PERENNIALS 

Tidy up herbaceous perennials that are flopping or have 

developed rust. 

In a month's time you can start to lift and divide 
perennials to renew their vigour and produce new 
plants. Out of one clump, you may get seven or eight 
smaller ones. Replant them, digging organic matter into 
the soil at the same time and they should give you a 
good show next year. 

CHECK YOUR SOIL 

Autumn is a good time to check to see how your soil 
is doing. Prepare to do a big mulch and buy in some 
organic material. 

Planning is key. If the garden has produced the goods 
for you this year - and for most people it's been a really 
bountiful year - you want to condition the soil. See what 
will need to be mulched and enriched and order your 
manure to be delivered, before everyone else does.” 
CONSIDER FENCING 

If your fencing has fallen down or broken, consider 
planting a hedge to replace it in the autumn. 

Get rid of non-descript shrubs like forsythias and if 



you want a hedge, prepare the soil now. Autumn and 
winter is a great time for this because you're not battling 
against slugs, the lawn isn't growing at the rate it was 
and you have time to invest in one or two big projects. 

PLANT BULBS 

Bulbs have been in garden centres for the last eight 
weeks and now it's worth having a co-ordinated 
approach to this, considering what you want to achieve, 
whether it's bulbs in pots around the front door, or in 
drifts in a lawn - you can coordinate that with your lawn 
aeration - or in through the beds and borders. 

There's no point in buying a dozen daffodils and 
planting them in a row because they'll look terrible. You 
have to plan and invest. Buy a 5kg bag of daffodils and 
plant them in drifts rather than placing them one by one. 
Throw them on the ground and see where they land, 
which will give you the most naturalistic planting. Plant 
them at least twice their depth and give them a bit of 
feed if you want them to be vigorous. 

The secret is, don't skimp on bulbs. The only place you 
can skimp is if you're just putting them in pots. 


:: Keep collecting seed 
from perennials and 
alpines and watch out for 
any tree and shrub seeds 
you might want to save. 

:: When planting spring 
bulbs in pots, put plenty 
of drainage material in 
the bottom to stop them 
becoming waterlogged 
and add potting compost 
mixed with a handful of 
grit. 

:: Stop feeding 
permanent plants in 
containers. 

:: Watch out for the first 
autumn-fruiting 
raspberries. They should 
be ready for eating. 

Divide and replant large clumps of 
perennial herbs. 

Raise the cutting height on your 
lawnmower as the growth rate of the 
grass slows. 

Take pelargonium cuttings to 
overwinter indoors. 

Propagate new gooseberry bushes 
by taking hardwood cuttings from 
healthy plants before their leaves 


Collect, clean and store away cane 
supports as plants go past their best. 

Detach the layered side shoots of 
carnations which have rooted and 
place them in a new spot. 


Chocs away for sweet-toothed actor Stephen 


ACTOR Stephen Tompkinson's latest 
voice-over gig couldn't be sweeter. 

The DCI Banks star - who loves baking 
cupcakes with his daughter, cites 
caramel as his big foible and races his 
dad to the best treats in the chocolate 
box - has the enviable task of narrating 
Choccywoccydoodah: Starstruck, which 
returns to screens this month. 

Now in its second series, it follows the 
Brighton-based Choccywoccydoodah 
team as they take on weird and 
wonderful cake commissions for 
celebrities including Sir Richard 
Branson, the late Joan Rivers, and 
rapper Tinie Tempah. 

The first time Tompkinson met shop 
founders Christine Taylor and Christine 
Garrett in the firm's London flagship 
store, he took his 13-year-old daughter, 
Daisy, along. 

"Their meeting room, which is called 
the 'Secret Room', is like a Willy Wonka 
meets Alice In Wonderland-inspired 
room with lots of little secret doors and 
little spy holes to look through," he 
said. "They put out an amazing display 
of cakes and milkshakes and all sorts. 
Daisy's eyes were on stalks. 

"They gave her two canvas bags and 
told us to walk around the shop and 
help ourselves to anything. It was like a 
child's dream come true. 

"And at Christmas and Easter they 
always send us something - a cake or 
some new chocolates they're trying out. 
We're very happy to be guinea pigs." 

Comedienne Joan Rivers, who died 
earlier this month, jokingly requested a 
cake which was less than two calories 
a slice - a difficult ask given the 
chocolatiers' decadent output. 

"They decided to build a cake that 
was 200 calories shy of a quarter of 
a million," says Tompkinson. "They 
sculpted her two pet dogs onto it, with 



a cake to celebrate all the different 
programmes I've been lucky enough to 
be involved in - there'd be an animal or 
two from Wild At Heart on there and a 
dead donkey, obviously. 

"I would let them make the decisions, 
because they always dazzle and 




the idea that it would look so nice she 
wouldn't cut into it and therefore not 
consume any calories whatsoever. So 
there's method in their madness." 

Series two of the star-studded show 
will also feature an order from Wesley 
Snipes, who wanted an action-packed 
cake with explosion scenes to celebrate 
the release of The Expendables 3 , and 
mind control maestro Derren Brown, 
who wanted the cake itself to be an 
illusion. 

Brown's commission was 
Tompkinson's favourite of the series. 
"They took a lot of his favourite 
things - Victoriana, birds and things 


INDULGENT CH0CCY TOAST 
(Serves 4-6) 

1 French stick, split down its 
length 

1 x 340g jar peanut butter 
Itsp cinnamon 
3 bananas, sliced 
250g milk or dark chocolate 
buttons 

Heat the oven to 190C (170C fan)/ 
gas 5. Spread the peanut butter 
over two halves of the French stick 
and sprinkle with cinnamon. 

Cover the peanut butter with 
sliced bananas and generously dot 
with chocolate buttons. 

Using a sharp knife, cut the 
French stick into four to six pieces 
and wrap each one in foil before 
transferring to a baking tray. 

Bake for 10-15 minutes. Take care 
when opening each package as the 
chocolate topping will be hot. Serve 
straight away. 


CHOCOLATE MERINGUES 

(Makes 8-10) 

2 egg whites 
lOOg caster sugar 
2tbsp cocoa 

75g roasted almonds, chopped 
50g milk, white or dark chocolate, 
chopped 

Heat the oven to 180C (160C fan)/ 
gas 4. Whisk the egg whites until 
they resemble stiff peaks. Gradually 
whisk in the sugar, a spoonful at a 
time. Fold in the cocoa and 
almonds, reserving a few. 

Put small spoonfuls of the 
mixture on a baking tray lined with 
parchment paper or a heatproof 
Teflon mat. Bake for about 15 
minutes until set and then leave to 
cool on the tray.

While the adult characters' lines 
were committed to the page, 
the young actors were allowed 
to improvise around suggestions 
from Hamilton and Jenkin,and 
consequently delivered natural 
performances, reacting instinctively 
to set-ups and punchlines. 

The writer-directors adopt the 
same winning recipe for this 
uproarious feature film debut, an 
ill-fated family road trip laced with 
absurdity that touches the heart 
and tickles the funny bone.

ANY thoughts of 
retirement jollies such as 
Caribbean cruises and 
golfing jaunts are being 
put on the back burner as 
more and more parents 
feel the need to help their 
offspring take a step onto 
the property ladder. 

A new survey by housing 
and homelessness charity 
Shelter reveals that 
parents are now paying 
an average of £23,000 to 
help their children with a 
deposit. 

It’s not just Londoners 
who are finding it tough. 
According to the charity, 
an average 25- year-old 
wanting to buy in Essex 
will be 38 before they can 
afford their own place. 

It’s not much better 
across the border in 
Hertfordshire, where they 
will be 41. 

A fifth of parents are 
dipping into savings they 
have set aside for 
retirement or elderly 
care, the study suggests. 
More than a quarter of 
those questioned by the 
charity said that they had 
reduced their spending to 
raise cash for their 
offspring. 

Now we’ve come out of 
the summer holiday lull 
there are signs the 
housing market is 
starting to move again 
and it looks like parental 
finances are being 
squeezed, with 60 per 
cent of parents saying 
that they were unable to 
save any money for their 
children’s future. 

The charity warned that 
unless more affordable 
homes are built, young 
families would find it 
impossible to buy their 
own properties. 

Campbell Robb, 

Shelter’s chief executive, 
said: “A payout from the 
bank of mum and dad 
can’t be the next 
generation’s only chance 
of affording a home of 
their own. 

“Parents want to help 
their kids to get a start in 
life but with many feeling 
the squeeze themselves, 
this is only an option for a 
lucky few.”

In some instances you may be asked to cover an 
insurance premium against eventualities such as 
the local parish’s right to a contribution towards the 
upkeep of the parish church (usually discovered by 
a Chancel Search). Ihe premium can run to several 
hundred pounds, but you are not obliged to pay, 
and you could ask the buyer to carry a calculated 
risk themselves. 

Usually such queries are pure formalities and are 
unlikely to be pivotal to the success of your 
transaction, but it’s worth knowing when the time 
comes.

You don't have to be a car-ista to 
know about the Audi TT. Since the 
first generation appeared in 1999, it's 
been the choice of the fashion-con¬ 
scious, but it took until the second 
model in 2005 before the driving 
experience could match its looks. 

Now the third generation has ar¬ 
rived and it promises to move the TT 
forward in a significant way. 

Like the old car, it uses a mix of alu¬ 
minium and high-strength steels to 
keep the weight down, yet it's 50kg 
lighter than the old car. It also debuts 
what Audi terms the "virtual cockpit" 
- a large display screen where the 
instruments would normally be. 

Add to that a new exterior, interior 
and refreshed engines and there's 
plenty to take in. 

LOOKS AND IMAGE 

You'd be forgiven for thinking 
that third generation TT is barely 
changed, but park one next to the 


fractionally prioritises comfort over 
ultimate handling but for everyday 
use it's judged very well.
